How  do  these  local  statistics  compare  with  those  for  England  and  Wales?  J The 
estimated  home  population,  has  risen  some  202,000  to  a  new  record  of  49>109,000.  The 
material  increase  of  population,  i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  182,796 
and  14,000  more  people  immigrated  into  thi3  country  than  emigrated  from  it*  In  the 
Rural  District  the  overall  population  has  fallen  by  1,000  in  the  past  nine  years, 
largely  due  to  the  movement  of  troops  from  the  area*  The  material  increase  in 
population  continues  -  the  births  continue  to  outnumber  the  deaths  despite  the  steady 
fall  in  the  local  birth  rate*  This  at,  17*1  per  1,000  population  is  higher  than  the 
highest  ever  recorded  for  England  and  Wales  -  l6*4»  The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000 
births  of  21*5  for  England  and  Wale3  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  No  such  rate 
can  be  estimated  for  the  Rural  District  -  the  figures  are  too  small  to  have  any 
statistical  significance* 

The  causes  of  death  closely  follow  the  pattern  for  the  country  as  a  whole* 

As  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  stated  "talcing  vascular 
lesions  together  with  diseases  of  the  heart  we  see  that  they  account  for  over  half 
the  total  number  -  thus  supporting  the  truth  of  the  maxim  that  a  man  is  as  old  as  his 
arteries.  Second  in  the  hierarchy  of  destruction, but  an  appreciable  way  behind, 
are  the  oancers  accounting  for  about  one-sixth  of  the  total.  The  increasing  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  and  from  degenerative  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  at 
later  ages  are  tending  to  keep  the  figures  of  expectation  of  life  stationary.  There 
is  little  likelihood  of  any  substantial  resumption  of  the  rising  trend  of  recent 
decades  until  means  are  found  of  preventing  these  conditions  or  of  major  advances  in 
their  treatment."

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The  figures  for  immunization  against  diphtheria  are  good  and  I  compliment  the 
parents  in  the  District  for  their  good  sense  in  having  this  done;  the  figures  for 
vacoination  against  smallpox  are  better  than  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole  but  not 
yet  sufficiently  good  to  warrant  any  feeling  of  security. 

Although  there  have  been  no  cases  in  the  District  of  tetanus  in  human  beings 
in  recent  years,  the  danger  from  this  disease  is  ever  present.  During  the  yean  a  herd 
of  pigs  were  found  to  be  infected  and  several  pigs  died.  The  family  doctors  immunizing 
children  in  Warminster  and  Westbury  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  oough  use  a 
preparation  which  also  affords  protection  against  tetanus.  Such  a  preparation  is  also 
used  in  London  County  Council  Clinics.  I  hope  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  will  make 
such  a  preparation  available  for  children  in  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  Clinics 
where  protection  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  but  not  tetanus,  is  offered. 

Anthrax  in  Cattle. 

Although  indigenous  anthrax  in  cattle  has  been  practically  stamped  out  in  this 
oountry,  isolated  cases  occur  from  time  to  time,  usually  on  farms  along  the  oourse  of 
the  River  Biss.  It  has  been  accepted  in  the  past  that  these  cases  are  due  to  the 
presence  of  a  tannery  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  river.  During  the  year  the  pattern 
changed  and  cases  occurred  on  farms  on  high  ground  not  watered  by  this  river.  Cattle 
foodstuffs  used  on  the  farms  were  examined  for  anthrax  germs  since  such  germs  can 
survive  in  spore  forms  for  years  in  most  adverse  conditions.  In  other  parts  of  the 
country  they  have  been  found  as  a  contaminant  of  fertilizers  and  they  also  could 
survive  in  grass  cubes  manufactured  from  grass  cut  in  meadows  adjacent  to  the  river. 

:  All  the  results  were  negative  but  will  be  repeated  as  opportunity  offers. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  anthrax  is  a  dangerous  disease  in  human  beings. 

I  An  analysis  of  528  cases  in  England  reported  to  the  Factory  Department  from  1921  to 
I  1936  inclusive  showed  that  235  cases  were  infected  from  wool,  206  from  hides  and  skins 
I  and  59  from  horsehair.  Nineteen  cases  were  reported  in  195&  and  there  were  three 
I  deaths.  The  control  of  the  disease  is  a  dangerous  and  expensive  matter,  compensation 
I  to  the  owner  of  the  cattle,  a  large  amount  of  fuel  for  incineration  of  the  carcase, 

1  police  officers’  time  used  in  digging  and  burning  and  thorough  disinfection  of  the 
I  cattle  shed,  or  any  other  place  or  material  in  any  way  contaminated.  The  tannery 
A  effluent  is  subject  to  treatment  and  control.  In  the  United  States  oil  exposed  animals 
I  must  be  immunized  but  although  in  this  country  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  offers  free 
I  immunization  it  is  generally  not  accpeted  because  the  farmer  fears  a  drop  in  milk  yield. 

The  disposal  of  infected  industrial  waste  waters  is  receiving  the  attention 
1  of  the  World  Health  Organisation  and  it  should  be  possible  to  accept  this  tannery 
I  effluent  into  sewage  works  serving  the  village  of  Dilton  Marsh  where  a  sewage  scheme 
I  is  an  urgent  necessity.  The  River  Board  will  undoubtedly  soon  press  for  such  works 
I  since  Industrial  wastes  are  to  be  accepted  into  the  Y/estbury  Sewage  Works  which 
I  discharge  into  the  other  branch  of  the  River  Biss.  The  aim  of  all  parties  is  a 
I  clean  river,  rich  in  its  normal  fish  and  flora,  which  would  provide  safer  pastures 
I  after  flooding  and  add  to  the  amenities  of  the  district  through  which  if  flows.

Milk  Sampling. 

Milk  supplied  in  the  Rural  District  is  also  extensively  supplied  in  the  adjacei 
Urban  Areas  which  enables  me  to  have  a  better  knowledge  of  its  condition  than  that 
derived  from  sampling  in  the  Rural  District  alone. 

Twenty  two  samples  of  milk  from  ten  retailers  were  examined.  All  were 
satisfactory  except  one  sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk.  In  this  case  the  fault  lay 

with  the  producer  who  is  only  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  not  to  this  Sanitary  Authority.  Officials  of  the  Ministry 
visited  the  farm  and  subsequent  samples  from  the  retailer  were  satisfactory. 


Milk  from  two  other  farms  was  discovered  to  be  infected  with  germs  which  cause 
Undulont  Fever  (Brucellosis).  In  one  case  the  farmer  permitted  the  milk  from  each  daii 
cow  to  be  examined  and  the  infected  animals  were  slaughtered.  The  subsequent  tests  of 
milk  shewed  it  to  be  free  from  such  infection.  The  second  farmer  sell3  his  milk  to  a 

large  dairy  where  it  is  pasteurised.  This  milk  had  caused  Undulant  Fever  in  one 
member  of  his  fanily  when  token  fresh  from  the  cows.  This  gives  added  point  to  my 
annual  statement  that  the  only  safe  milk  to  drink  is  pasteurized  milk.  This  producer 
is  still  subject  to  a  notice  ordering  all  milk  from  the  premises  to  be  treated  by  heat 
before  sale  for  human  consumption. 


Ice  Cream. 

Ice  Cream  intended  for  sale  is  not  manufactured  in  the  district  but  fifty  two 
retailers  are  licensed  and  their  premises  subject  to  inspection.  The  Public  Health 
Inspectors  state  that  time  did  not  permit  for  samples  to  be  taken. 

Food  Premises. 

Food  Shops,  public  houses  and  cafes  were  regularly  inspected  and  where  generall 
satisfactory  apart  from  some  public  houses.  The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  now  bettj 
known  and  being  carried  into  effect.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified 
since  1953*  However,  the  Council  decided  to  report  the  condition  of  one  public  house 
to  the  Brewster  Sessions  in  an  endeavour  to  bring  the  sanitary  conditions  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard. 

Contaminated  Apples. 

Early  in  the  year  the  County  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  discovered  consignments 
from  Italy  and  the  Lebanon  within  the  County  to  be  contaminated  with  lead  and  arsenic. 

A  check  was  made  at  all  retailers  but  none  of  these  apples  were  or  had  been  sold  in  the| 
District.

Investigation  of  the  methods  of  throe  growers  in  the  District  continued  durinJ 
the  year.  Those  of  two  growers  were  quite  satisfactory  but  the  third  continued  to  grc| 
cress  in  beds  open  to  polluted  surface  waters,  and  fed  in  one  case  from  a  spring  which 
was  contaminated.  Other  Authorities  were  also  giving  attention  to  watercress  and  in 
June  several  consignments  frpm  this  grower  were  seized  in  Birmingham  because  the  cress) 
was  infected  with  faecal  B.  coli  and  so  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Visits  to  the 
grower  were  made  in  the  company  of  the  Director  of  the  Bath  Public  Health  Laboratory 
the  Chief  Bacteriologist  of  a  firm  of  Hypochloride  Manufacturers,  and  the  grower  was 
again  advised  to  divert  the  surface  water  and  the  supply  from  the  spring  found  to  be 
contaminated.  He  has  adopted  the  technique  for  chlorinating  the  packed  ohips  of

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Watercress.  (Contd.) 

watercress  recommended  by  the  Hypochloride  Manufacturer,  and  was  advised  to  have  a 
medical  examination  of  himself  and  his  employees  to  ensure  they  were  not  carriers  of 
any  disease  which  could  he  waterborne.  If  the  grower  continues  to  use  proper  methods 
of  cultivation  and  treatment  he  should  be  able  to  provide  satisfactory  watercress  for 
the  market. 

SECTION  E. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

Fifty-six  samples  derived  from  the  Luccombe  supply  were  taken  in  the  villages  of 

Bratton,  West  Ashton,  Steeple  Ashton,  Keevil,  Great  Hinton,  Edington  and  Bulkington. 

None  of  these  samples  showed  coliforms  in  100  m.l.  of  water,  being  most  satisfactory 
samples.  Similarly  fifty-four  samples  were  taken  in  Heytesbury,  Boyton,  Codford, 
originating  from  the  Codford  supply.  Again  no  coliforms  could  be  demonstrated. 

Other  parts  of  the  District  have  supplies  of  water  from  the  Westbury  and  Dilton 
Marsh  Water  Board  and  the  Trowbridge  and  Melksham  Water  Board.  Thirty  samples  taken 
in  Dilton  Marsh,  Heywood,  and  Upton  Scudamore  we re  entirely  satisfactory. 

Other  supplies  controlled  by  the  Council,  which  are  not  treated,  feed  the  villages 

3f  Corsley,  Chapmanslade ,  and  Sutton  Veny.  Sixty  samples  were  taken,  those  from 
Chapmanslade  were  satisfactory  but  coliforms  were  found  on  one  occasion  in  the  mains  at 
Button  Veny,  and  also  on  one  occasion  at  Corsley. 

Many  smaller  private  supplies  in  Upton  Lovel,  Tytherington,  Rye  Hill,  North 
Bradley,  Kingston  Deverill,  East  Coulston  and  Chitterne  were  sampled,  all  of  which 
showed  pollution  from  time  to  time.  The  village  of  Chitterne  has  water  supplied  by 
ihe  War  Department  and  a  private  owner.  Fifty  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 
twenty-six  of  these  from  water  controlled  by  the  War  Department,  were  entirely 
satisfactory;  of  the  other  twenty-four  samples  taken  from  a  private  supply,  thirteen 
/ere  unsatisfactory.  Also,  in  Stockton  seventy-five  samples  were  taken  during  the 

rear.  Until  the  20th  May,  the  first  twenty-five  samples  were  excellent,  after  this, 
;hirty~four  of  the  remaining  fifty  were  unsatisfactory,  giving  coliform  counts  of 
>ver  180  per  100  m.l.  and  on  several  occasions  high  counts  of  B.  coli  type  I.  Boiling 
notices  have  been  displayed  in  the  village. 

Bewage  Disposal. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  remarks  on  these  problems  in  his  part  of  the 
report.  The  Council  are  now  considering  the  provision  of  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  on 
jach  side  of  the  water  shed.  The  activities  of  a  firm  which  empties  cesspits  have 
;o  be  limited  in  the  Rural  District  to  avoid  danger  to  water  supplies. 

[pusing. 

The  Rural  Authority  does  not  maintain  a  list  of  prospective  tenants  but  as  houses 
lecome  available  they  are  let  to  those  families  with  the  greatest  need.  I  am  grateful 
’or  the  Council's  co-operation  in  the  allocation  of  houses  to  provide  better  living 
iccommodation  for  cases  of  tuberculosis.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  major  factor  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  in  the 
National  Survey  of  atmospheric  pollution  continued  during  the  year.  During  one  month 
there  was,  unfortunately,  interference  with  the  deposit  gauge  which  prevents  specific 
figures  being  given  as  in  previous  years,  but  it  can  be  stated  that  the  average  annual 
leposit  in  tons  per  sq.  mile  in  this  Rural  District  is  of  the  order  of  40/50-tons  per 
3q.  mile  per  year.  The  deposit  gauge  has  now  been  moved  to  a  new  site  so  that  figures 
nay  be  obtained  in  the  village  likely  to  suffer  if  a  cement  works  opened  in  the 
leighbourhood.

No  action  under  this  section  has  been  taken  during  1958* 
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Mr.  W.F.C.Merrett,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports,  as  follows: 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

•  — — — .  — — — — 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  position  of  sewage  disposal  within  the 
District  ha3  become  even  more  acute.  Whereas  in  years  gone  by  the  country 
resident  has  been  satisfied  with  less  of  the  luxury  enjoyed  by  town  dwellers, 
he  is  now  demanding  a  higher  standard  of  amenity  than  previously.  This  has  led  to 
a  very  large  increase  in  the  installation  of  bathrooms  and  consequential  drainage 
to  Septic  Tanks,  which, whilst  in  a  large  number  of  cases  proving  satisfactory,  in 
others  the  disposal  of  effluent  has  become  a  major  concern.  Much  difficulty  is 
encountered  v/here  the  soakaway  is  in  greensand  and  clay.  To  obviate  this  difficulty 
many  such  effluents  are  being  discharged  to  ditches  which  in  turn  have  to  be 
cleansed  by  this  Authority's  staff.  This  small  staff  consists  of  five  men  and 
one  van  which,  with  over  15,000  yards  of  ditches,  10,000  yards  of  Council  House 
drains  and  6l  Disposal  Plants  to  maintain  is  totally  inadequate  and  much  work  which 
should  be  done  has  to  be  left  for  long  periods.  It  is  felt  that  a  start  on  Sewage 
Disposal  Schemes  for  the  District  should  be  made  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  In 
addition  the  Council  still  employ  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Ltd. 
to  empty  their  Septic  Tanks  at  regular  intervals  and  the  cost  now  exceeds  £300 
per  annum.  The  Council  would  be  well  advised  to  consider  the  purchase  of  a 
Cesspool  emptying  vehicle  of  their  own  as  this  vehicle  would  also  be  available 
for  use  in  connection  with  ditches.  The  fact  of  the  labour  available  for  this 
onerous  work  being  difficult  to  obtain  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering 
the  foregoing  suggestions. 

HOUSING-. 

(a)  Future  Housing  Programme. 

Plans  were  put  in  hand  during  the  year  for  the  erection  of  a  small  number  of 
houses  and  old  people's  dwellings. 

(b)  Private  Enterprise  Housing. 

Twenty-five  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  twenty-five  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  December,  1958* 

(c)  Improvement  G-rants. 

Demand  for  these  facilities  oontinued  to  increase  during  the  year.  Application 
in  respect  of  forty-one  properties  were  received  and  grants  totalling  £8,600  were 
approved.  With  the  consequent  increase  of  Rateable  Value  in  respect  of  these 
properties  the  cost  to  this  Authority  of  the  grants  made  will  be  largely  offset  over 
a  period  of  time  and,  in  addition,  a  large  number  of  properties  have  been  provided 
with  amenities  which,  in  these  days,  can  only  be  classed  as  "essentials". 

(d)  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act. 

No  application  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received  during  1958. 

(e)  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Five  Informal  Notices  were  served.  Three  of  these  were  complied  with  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  i3  one  licensed  site  in  the  District  allowing  up  to  forty  caravans  on 
the  site  and  in  addition  there  are  still  a  number  of  individual  caravans  sited  in  the 
district  but,  where  possible,  applicants  are  requested  to  site  their  caravans  on  a 
licensed  site  either  in  this  or  adjoining  districts. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

An  outlet  for  waste  paper  was  found  during  the  year  but  the  income  hardly 
exceeded  expenditure  in  collection  and  bagging. 

The  amount  of  refuse  placed  out  for  collection  increased.  Considerably  during 
the  year  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  full  report  to  the  Counoil  on  the

situation.  Following  this  report  it  was  agreed  to  employ  an  extra  man,  on  a  part- 
time  "basis,  for  work  on  the  Tip.  The  time  does  not  appear  to  "be  far  distant  when 

the  Council  will  have  to  seriously  oonsider  the  purchase  of  another  vehiole  and 
employment  of  more  staff  if  a  satisfactory  servioe  to  the  ratepayers  is  to  be 
continued. 

I  should  like  to  stress  that  the  operatives'  work  could  be  made  a  lot  easier 
if  residents  used  proper  dustbins  in  place  of  old  tins,  drums  and  even  cardboard 
boxes,  for  their  refuse.  Owing  to  the  time  factor  it  is  still  necessary  for 
householders  to  place  their  refuse  at  the  roadside  for  collection. 

The  owner  of  one  of  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips  refused  to  allow  its  continued 
use  during  the  year,  but  fortunately  another  tip  at  Heywood  was  acquired  which,  with 
the  tip  at  Knook,  proved  almost  sufficient  for  the  Council's  needs.  Negotiations 
for  another  tip  at  Dilton  Marsh  were  commenced  but  no  agreement  was  reached  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Mechanised  plant  was  again  employed  at  the  tips  during  the  year.

Apart  from  a  small  extension  to  serve  properties  at  "The  Strand",  Keevil,  no 
main  laying  was  undertaken  during  the  year  under  review* 


The  supply  position  has  been  steady  and  the  overflow  from,  the  springs  at 
Luccombe  only  ceased  for  a  short  period  during  the  months  of  August  and  September. 


Difficulties  in  supplying  parts  of  Corsley  Parish  have  been  encountered

and  the  laying  of  a  new  4”  Main  from  the  reservoir  to  the  village  cannot  he  delaye 
much  longer.
